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MESSAGE FROM THE CHAIR OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 
AND THE DIRECTOR AND CEO 


It is fulfilling to think that within just six months of the end of the 
2004/2005 fiscal year covered in this report, ten new galleries will open 
in the historic buildings of the Royal Ontario Museum. The initial stage 
of the Renaissance ROM project will be delivered to the people of 
Ontario after another successful year of public operations and 
preparatory work by our staff and volunteers. 

Taken together, the major cultural infrastructure projects now underway 
in Toronto herald a bright future for the cultural life of Ontario, lifting 
Canada’s international reputation as one of the great countries in the 
world in which to five and do business. 

The crucial role of the private sector in supporting all of these 
transformative cultural initiatives should be appreciated. Across all these 
capital developments, government support is expected to account for 
some 40% of the project budgets, not including gifts in kind. 

The philanthropy of individuals and corporations must provide the 
remaining 60% or more of the funds, and to date, this sector has 
responded with great enthusiasm. We express our heartfelt gratitude to all 
our donors for their continued support. As the projects move forward, 
continued leadership from all of our Board members, Campaign 
volunteers and civic leaders will be needed to sustain the momentum. It 
will be well justified, for all these ambitious projects have rich 
experiences to offer to us and to future generations. 

The chief catalyst for our own Renaissance ROM project was the desire 
to bring out more of the Museums wide-ranging collections to public 
view—not simply to build another building. Renaissance ROM will 
exhibit almost double the number of objects that were shown in the past, 


including several entire collections never before displayed. It will provide 
a permanent gallery for every major area in the collection and permit us 
to show wonderful new objects acquired especially for the new galleries. 
And it is an occasion to reinterpret familiar artifacts and specimens using 
the latest academic knowledge of the early 21st century. Creating an 
enhanced personal connection between the visitor and each object on 
display has been our guiding principle through this project, and will be 
the true litmus test of our success. 


In December 2005, our collections of China, Japan, Korea, Bronze Age 
Aegean, ancient Cyprus and Canadian First Peoples will be unveiled, 
freshly reinterpreted in comfortable new spaces and given pride of place 
in the Museum. Along with the other new galleries, public spaces, 
restaurants, shops and special exhibitions opening in 2006 in the Michael 
Lee- Chin Crystal, we are confident that our audiences will be delighted 
with their experience of the new ROM. Please join us as we launch this 
inspiring new chapter in the history of the Museum.

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MESSAGE FROM THE CHAIRMAN OF THE ROM FOUNDATION 
AND THE PRESIDENT AND EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR 


In early July 2005, ironworkers swung the final beam of the Michael 
Lee-Chin Crystal into place and secured it to the steel frame of 
Toronto’s newest landmark structure. With the framework now 
complete, Renaissance ROM begins its dramatic countdown to the 
opening of the Michael Lee-Chin Crystal next summer. And, judging 
from the large crowd that gathered to cheer the lifting of the final beam, 
the city of Toronto is waiting breathlessly for the new ROM to emerge. 

The Renaissance ROM Campaign finished the fiscal year with a 
positive outlook, stimulated by with two significant leadership gifts 
made in support of the ROM’s China Initiative, from Paul Desmarais Sr. 
and Family and Joey and Toby Tanenbaum respectively. In addition to 
this, the Tanenbaums announced a generous gift in support of the 
Museum’s new Accessibility Initiative. 

The Campaign closed out the fiscal year at $174.6 million. During this 
time, it also formally readjusted its overall goal to $211 million (up from 
$200 million) to accommodate project costs, a moderate increase for a 
project of this size and complexity. As a result, the private-sector goal for 
Renaissance ROM has been increased from $120 million to $151 
million, reflecting the strength of the Campaign and its leadership and 
the enormous contribution it has made to date to the success of the 
Renaissance ROM project. 


We attribute these impressive results to the widely perceived impact of 
Renaissance ROM on the revitalization of our community and to the 
Museum’s excellent reputation among the general public and members. 

Annual patron programs also performed strongly this year, with 
Membership and the Royal Patrons’ Circle (RPC) reaching record 
levels despite the inconvenience of gallery closure and renovation. A 
major highlight was the launch of a new companion program to RPC, 
the Young Patrons’ Circle (YPC), under the leadership ofYPC Chair 
Eric Jackson. The first program of its kind in the cultural sector in 
Toronto, YPC has already attracted the interest and support of many 
young professionals—an important sector for the Museum’s future 
growth and vitality. 

The coming fiscal year will bring about many extraordinary changes to 
the ROM, most notably the cladding of Michael Lee-Chin Crystal’s 
exterior and the opening of 10 new galleries in the heritage wings in 
December 2005. The ROM Foundation, for its part, looks forward to 
the mounting excitement and energy created by these events, and the 
widening circle of support around the Museum and the Renaissance 
ROM project. 



Fiscal Year 2004/2005 also witnessed the successful launch of the Public 
Campaign for Renaissance ROM—a direct mail and phone follow-up 
effort that raised $500,000 in its first six months. Of the 720 households 
that responded so far, the average gift amount was $463—a mark far 
above what is normally expected for direct mail campaigns of this kind.

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THE SEASON OF STEEL

From the perspective of the public, it was business as usual for 
the Museum in fiscal year 2004/2005, the third year of regular 
museum operations combined with construction. By now, our 
guests were accustomed to a Museum visit that included 
glimpses of one of the most complex and fascinating 
engineering projects under construction in Canada. The huge 
Renaissance ROM renovation and expansion project 
progressed well, taking the Royal Ontario Museum closer to 
the next major phase in its history. 

Despite the closure of some popular galleries for renovation, 
and the bustle of activity along Bloor Street, 743,554 members 
of the public visited the Museum’s time-honoured permanent 
galleries and popular special exhibitions. The lineup of special 


travelling exhibitions, displayed in the Garfield Weston 
Exhibition Hall, included the acclaimed Pearls: A Natural 
History (September 2004 to January 2005, sponsored by Birks 
and Sentry Select Capital Corp.), and the remarkable Feathered 
Dinosaurs and the Origin of Flight (March to September 2005, 
presented by Imperial Oil Limited). Both exhibitions were well 
received. 

As usual, school visitors from across Ontario crowded into the 
ROM for special lessons in the recently refurbished Learning 
Centre and the popular new Digital Gallery, which was 
generously supported by the Ukrainian-Canadian community. 
Thousands of people participated in the sixth season of ROM 
Friday Nights, ROMLife programs and year-round childrens 
activities, and many more made a virtual ROM visit through 
the Web site. Almost 775,000 more people participated in the 
ROM’s extensive Outreach exhibitions across Canada. The 
ROM’s Membership levels surpassed 30,000 households in the 
autumn, another great indicator of popular support. 

On the construction site itself, the operative word was “steel”. 
Local citizens watched the robust structural steel frame of the 
Michael Lee-Chin Crystal grow with astonishing speed in just 
over ten months, from late August 2004 until the Topping Off 
Ceremony, held in early July 2005. The Michael Lee-Chin 
Crystal’s massive and fiendishly complicated steel structure 
became the most dynamic symbol of the Museum in 
2004/2005. 

In February, the Museum announced an adjusted schedule of 
openings for the various phases of the project, along with a 
5.5% total budget increase (attributed to higher materials costs), 
bringing total building costs for Renaissance ROM to $211 
million. As originally planned, the first stage of new galleries in 
the historic buildings will open in December 2005. The 
Michael Lee-Chin Crystal will open in 2006, between the two 
phases of heritage gallery renovations, and the remaining 
heritage galleries will open through late 2006/2007. 
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At the beginning of the fiscal year, the only things visible on the 
construction site were a huge crane, a massive, partially finished 
concrete elevator shaft and the outline of the approximately 
20,000 square-foot Garfield Weston Exhibition Hall in the 
basement of the Michael Lee-Chin Crystal. By year-end, 
however, the buildings four-storey steel framework rose 37 
metres above the street, with approximately 2,800 tonnes of 
steel, 3,000 steel pieces, 38 tonnes of bolts, and 9,000 cubic 
metres of concrete. During peak construction periods, up to 
150 workers were onsite, with up to 30 on the steel structure 
itself. 

Public debate about the new structure was spirited, as both 
professional and newly minted architecture critics discussed the 
large, oddly-angled beams dangling from the construction 
crane, the remarkable complexity of the engineering and the 
erection of impossibly-slanted walls beside the stately historic 
wings. Some likened it to a huge public art installation. 

Somewhat less visible to the public, Canadas largest heritage 
restoration project continued to unfold inside the historic 
buildings, with extensive renovations to the west wing 
completed by the spring of 2005. On the main floor, the large 
windows overlooking Philosophers’Walk were uncovered and 
replaced, the ceilings raised to their original heights, maze-like 
wall partitions removed, a new oak floor laid, bridges removed 
from the southwest atrium, and fiesh white walls finished. Their 
original grandeur restored, work began late in the fiscal year on 
the next stage of the future Far Eastern galleries—the 
installation of exhibit cases and the conservation of the largest 
of the three magnificent 13th century Chinese temple wall 
paintings. 

In late March 2005, after a First Peoples’ cleansing ceremony, 
preparatory installation work began in the future Gallery of 
Canada: First Peoples. The Queen’s Park building, where the 
Gallery of First Peoples is located, will be named for the Weston 


Family. In the spring, a large scrim and scaffold were erected 
above the main doors of the Museum, as work began to restore 
the large stained glass window. 

Behind the scenes, 2004/2005 was a year of ramped-up staff 
planning and implementation of many other aspects of this 
historic undertaking. The ROM’s back-of-house staff was 
abuzz, developing the human side (or the “software”) of 
Museum operations within the renewed buildings (the 
“hardware” of Renaissance ROM). The common goal is to 
deliver an enriched visitor experience that will define the new 
ROM. 

The final staff countdown to the opening of the first ten 
galleries in the historic buildings, just months away, began in 
earnest. The curatorial departments were reorganized into two 
new Departments—World Cultures and Natural History—to 
support the logistics of creating some two dozen new or 
renovated Renaissance ROM galleries, and to allow for five 
much-needed new curatorial positions. Major new initiatives 
were launched to write and design label texts, design exhibit 
case layouts, conserve and photograph the 20,000 items going 
into the new galleries, document them in a new Gallery Object 
Database, and select final colours, materials and finishes for the 
new galleries. A temporary Mount Design Studio was 
established to custom-make all the fixtures that would hold each 
object safely in its new place in the galleries. 

Across the Museum, numerous interdepartmental initiatives 
were established to deliver the new ROM experience that 
visitors would enjoy beginning with the December 2005 
opening. Detailed plans were developed for the fall 2005 
renovations of the Rotunda (to be dedicated in honour of 
Ernest and Elizabeth Samuel), Samuel Hall Currelly Gallery, 
and the Signy and Cleophee Eaton Theatre. Staff began to 
organize a smooth rollout for the new ROM master brand and 
logo, while committees were struck to extensively redesign 
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the Museums Web site in time for a December launch. Priority 
was given to preparing staff for the delivery of higher service 
levels in the new ROM and improving physical access for 
visitors with disabilities. Designs and operational logistics were 
developed for the expanded retail shop and the three unique 
new restaurants, in conjunction with the numerous special 
events that will occur in the buildings. Requirements for 
building security and information technology were reviewed, 
opening events planned and external marketing campaigns 
prepared. In the midst of all this, the Museum negotiated a new 
collective agreement with its largest staff union and 
implemented a successful new Employee Recognition 
Program. 

Progress was seen in other areas as well. The reconceived 
Institute for Contemporary Culture (ICC) was strengthened 
with the appointment of its first Managing Director and the 
recruitment of an energetic new Board of Directors. 
Programming of the ICC’s initial exhibitions and activities in 
the dramatic new gallery on the top floor of the Michael Lee- 
Chin Crystal was underway in earnest. 

The Museum moved forward with the ROM South initiative, 
the proposal to redevelop its facility at 90 Queens Park. In 
April, Graywood Developments Ltd. was selected as the ROMs 
co-development partner, with an initial design for an elegant 
condominium tower (designed by Brisbin, Brook, Beynon 
Architects) that would provide the Museum with 35,000 feet of 
space and provide significant benefits to the surrounding 
neighbourhood and the ROM. By year-end, the Museum was 
conducting initial consultations with the City of Toronto and 
local neighbourhood and business associations to refine the 
proposal. 

The ROM Foundation continued to build momentum, 
launching the public phase of the Renaissance ROM Campaign 
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with a colourful display booth at the 2004 Canadian National 
Exhibition, followed by a successful telephone appeal for 
support from ROM Members. The last stage of any capital 
campaign always being the most challenging, the Campaign 
Cabinet and Foundation staff continued to work hard to bring 
the Museum closer to its goal, in one of the most ambitious 
cultural fundraising campaigns in Canadian history. The 
Campaign reached an impressive $174.6 million by the end of 
fiscal 2004/2005. 

The ROM was distinguished with a number of awards this year, 
being named Canada’s Top Venue for Special Events for the 
third consecutive year, and winning recognition for three 
outstanding publications. The curatorial staff, amazingly, 
continued to conduct important field research across the world, 
published important papers and organized the 26th annual 
ROM Colloquium and Vaughan Lecture in November. 

Overall, the fiscal year 2004/2005 was another year of excellent 
service delivery to the public, with good attendance at 
exhibitions and programs. Ongoing Member support and 
public goodwill was well manifested in the success of the 
Renaissance ROM Campaign, as both our staff and public 
turned their thoughts to the promising future of the 
transformed Museum. The impressive steel skeleton of the 
Michael Lee-Chin Crystal became the most tangible public 
symbol of the great potential of Renaissance ROM. 

The Museum’s audiences will receive their first taste of the new 
ROM experience when the initial stage of Renaissance ROM 
is unveiled in December 2005. Ten bright new galleries, 
including fresh interpretations of our two important collections 
of Canada’s First Peoples and China, plus sensitively renovated 
public spaces and two special ROM-produced exhibitions, will 
await them. We look forward with great anticipation to seeing 
how they respond to the promise of the new ROM.

REACHING OUT 

The ROM reached out to external audiences last year in a 
number of ways. The ROMs community-based programs were 
enjoyed by a total of 774,288 visitors, a record 76.3% increase 
over the previous year’s attendance. 

Travelling Exhibits 

Official Mover: AMJ Campbell Ltd. 

More than 526,000 visitors from 44 communities, including 
locations in Ontario, Alberta, British Columbia and Quebec, 
enjoyed the ROM’s various traveling exhibits. These portable 
showcases of Museum collections include Bats of Ontario, 
Northern Owls, Arts of China and Canada at Play. Three new 
travelling exhibitions were completed and launched during the 
course of the last fiscal year: 

Ornamenting the Ordinary: Crafts of South Asia, the newest 
addition, explores the diverse styles and craft traditions of 
South Asia. Sponsored by Metro Label Company Limited, the 
exhibition comes with a South Asian Edukit. The exhibition 
is augmented by a video, providing information on the history, 
art, religions and cultures of South Asia. 

The Ontario Trillium Foundation supported the development 
of a new community travelling exhibition and Edukit, Iroquois 
Beadwork-o'h ya'h ohdiwenda goh'-Through the Voices of Beads, 
organized in collaboration with artists Samuel Thomas and 
Lorna Hill Thomas and the Woodland Cultural Centre, 



Brantford. Built around two magnificent full-length beaded 
costumes, with historical and contemporary pieces from the 
Anthropology Collections, it illustrates the importance of 
beadwork to the ongoing preservation of Iroquoian identity. 

Based on an exhibit of the same title that was presented at the 
ROM in 2001, Gift of the Gods: The Art of Wine & Revelry 
consists of approximately 200 artifacts that depict the history 
and culture of wine through the ages. This travelling exhibit 
made its debut at the Canadian Museum of Civilization in 
Ottawa. 

Dinomobile 

Supported by: AMJ Campbell Ltd. 

The ROM’s most popular travelling exhibition is the 
Dinomobile, an impressive sixty-foot museum on wheels. Over 
72,612 visitors enjoyed the Dinomobile through venues such 
as museums, malls, fairs, schools and community organizations 
throughout Ontario. 

School Case and Resource Box Program 
More than 175 institutions, primarily schools, booked ROM’s 
School Case and Resource Box program (Edukits,“the 
museum in a suitcase”). New topics for 2004 included Crafts 
of South Asia, Iroquois Beadwork and Hands On Nature, 
supported by the Museums Assistance Program of the 
Department of Canadian Heritage, in conjunction with the 
release of new travelling exhibitions. 

Starlab Mobile Planetarium 

The Starlab mobile planetarium fascinated visitors by 
projecting images of the solar system and various constellations 
at 26 different venues across the province. 


GTAA Exhibition Program 

Travelers to Toronto Pearson International Airport’s new 
Terminal 1 had the opportunity to view museum-quality 
exhibits through the Greater Toronto Airports Authority 
(GTAA) Exhibition Program. Organized by the ROM, these 
exhibitions included: 

Mobility, an exhibit of footwear from around the world, drawn 
from the collections of Bata Shoe Museum; 

Child’s Play: Toys in Canada 1850-1920, a delightful exhibition 
from Black Creek Pioneer Village; 

Our Crystalline World: Its Many Faces, an original ROM 
exhibition on the subject of crystals, their formation and uses 
in everyday life. 

ROM Publications 

Three ROM publications were honoured this year with 
prestigious awards. The ROM Field Guide to Wildflowers of 
Ontario (ROM/M&S) by Dr. Timothy Dickinson, Debra 
Metsger, Jenny Bull and Richard Dickinson, won the Canadian 
Museums Association award for outstanding achievement in 
Canadian museum publishing, fourney to the Ice Age: Discovering 
an Ancient World (UBC Press/ROM), by Dr. Peter Storck, won 
the Canadian Historical Association award for best book 
published about Ontario history. It also received a 
commemorative plaque from the Canadian Archaeological 
Association and an Alcuin design award. The Black Flies of North 
America (Cornell/ROM), by Dr. Douglas Currie and 
colleagues Dr. Peter H. Adler and Dr. Monty Wood, won the 
American Association of Museums award for best single¬ 
volume reference in the sciences. The ROM congratulates the 
authors, editors, designers, and publishers of these distinguished 
works and thanks the Louise Hawley Stone Charitable Trust 
for its generous support.

ROM for the Holidays 

Fun activities and fascinating exhibitions were available to 
visitors during the annual ROM for the Holidays program, 
which ran from Saturday, December 26,2004 to Sunday, January 
2, 2005. More than 19,000 people enjoyed the special 
programming designed for families, including Digital Gallery 
presentations, pearl-inspired crafts and a Medieval Activity Area. 

March Break 

In response to the differing holidays of the local school boards, 
March Break programming was offered over an extended two- 
week period, weekdays from March 14 to 25. Attendance on 
these days was over 38,000 people (excluding weekends and 
Friday Night). Enhancements were present on every floor with 
activities ranging from dinosaur digs and origami dinosaurs to 


medieval crafts and Egyptian hieroglyphics. In Theatre ROM, 
visitors viewed live Ontario raptors during the Birds of Prey 
show from the Mountsberg Wildlife Centre. Four daily 
presentations included live birds, slides, and hands-on material. 

School Visits 

Generously supported by CIBC 

109,804 Students and Teachers came to the ROM for School 
Visits in 2004/2005. Attendance was behind historical levels in 
the fall and winter due to closure of key gallery spaces, especially 
Egypt, Greece and Rome. Demand picked up the in the spring, 
even exceeding the previous year’s level for June. The special 
education program for Pearls was well attended with 1,300 
students taking part. Over 6000 participants attended the 
facilitated programs for the exhibit Feathered Dinosaurs and the 
Origin of Flight, presented by Imperial Oil Limited. 

Summer Club 

Generously supported by the Imperial Oil Foundation 
The 2004 season of Summer Club was another great success, 
with over 1300 children registering in 77 museum-themed 
courses. This summer over half of our courses actually soldout, 
with a full enrollment of 20 or more children. The dynamic staff 
team of 54 experienced Instructors and Assistants was enhanced 
by the contribution of over 6100 volunteer hours. Participants 
continued to enjoy unique learning opportunities like behind- 
the-scenes visits to curatorial departments and access to the 
ROM's extensive teaching collections. Feedback from parents 
was overwhelmingly positive, with comments like “Our whole 
family loves the ROM. The camp is becoming a little 
community for us.” and “My daughter loved her experience at 
the ROM. It was her first year and we will definitely enroll 
again”. A 9-year old participant sums it up: “It was great. It 
rocked. It was fun. It was amazing!” 
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Saturday Morning Club and March Break Camp 

Generously supported by the Philip and Berthe Morton 
Foundation 

Saturday Morning Club received close to 300 registrations this 
year, while the extended two-week March Break Camp 
received over 260 registrations, up significantly from the 
previous year. Instructors took full advantage of the re-opening 
of beloved galleries like Egypt and Rome in courses such as 
Egyptology and Myth and Magic, while visits to the special 
Feathered Dinosaurs exhibit enriched the learning experience 
of groups hke Art Alive, Eureka and I Spy. In the words of a 
participant the best thing about SMC was “the leaders and 
volunteers who were always happy and ready to start the day, 
and we got to visit the exhibits for inspiration.” Feedback from 
parents suggests that Saturday continues to be the favourite day 
of the week for our many participants: “My child was very 
excited each week and anticipated Saturday morning, asking 
how many sleeps until Saturday?” “My child loves SMC! He 
literally counts the days until Saturday-it is the highlight of his 
week.” 

ROMLife 

More popular than ever, our courses, lectures, workshops and 
special events attracted more than 6,000 registrants. Highlights 
included: La Peregrina Pearl, Bakelite Mania Day, Rick Green’s 
History Bites the ROM!, Bonnie Czegledi’s Art Crimes, and 
Lynda Latner and Carole Tanenbaum’s Vintage Fashion and 
Costume Jewellery Day, Christopher Hume’s How to Look at 
Architecture, Robert Shechter’s The Camera and the Gourmet, 
and Connecting for Singles, monthly evenings. 


Hands-on Biodiversity Gallery 

The Hands-on Biodiversity Gallery continues to be a family 
favorite throughout Renaissance ROM, attracting as many 
visitors in 2004/2005 as in the previous year. Volunteer and staff 
facihtators continue to form the basis of the educational 
approach in this gallery, engaging visitors of all ages to inspire 
discovery and create a positive learning environment. 
Comments include “I love learning and talking to the 
enthusiastic staff”, “My son feels like this is his second home” 
and “This is learning without trying!” Gallery staff partnered 
with a number of government and non-profit organizations 
over the past year to create temporary exhibits and informative 
displays that introduce visitors to a variety of current 
biodiversity conservation issues. 


CIBC Discovery Room 

Wonder Bread ® Zone of Wonder 

The temporary CIBC Discovery Room was moved early in 
2005 to a new location on the second floor. The addition of the 
adjacent Wonder Bread ® Zone of Wonder dramatically 
increased the amount of space available, and the added dinosaur 
content has expanded the appeal to visitors. Between March 
and June in 2005, attendance in the Discovery Room and 
Wonder Bread ® Zone ofWonder combined was almost twice 
that in the previous CIBC Discovery Room during the same 
period last year. Feedback has been highly positive, and 
combined with high attendance, indicates strong visitor demand 
for Discovery elements in the ROM in the future. The 
permanent CIBC Discovery Gallery is projected to open in 
December 2006. 
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ROM Friday Nights 

Visitors enjoyed a sixth season of ROM Friday Nights - 
141,140 people came for free admission to the ROM’s 
permanent galleries and an amazing array of live music, films, 
lectures, and dance on Friday evenings. 

ROM Sundays 

The fourth season of ROM Sundays (January 16, to April 24, 
2005) was a fantastic line-up of concerts, classic films, and family 
entertainment. The concert line-up featured an array of aural 
delights, ranging from movie scores to sounds of Ghana and 
South Asia. 

Supported by SunLife Financial. 

Department of Museum Volunteers 

The Department of Museum Volunteers (DMV), with 
membership close to 550, is an important connection between 
the Museum community, the collections and the public. In the 
past year, the Docents, Museum Guides and Guides du ROM 
amalgamated to form one single group called Museum Guides, 
who introduced visitors to the collections. Visitors learned 
about Renaissance ROM through the DMV-led Come See the 
Fascinating Mess daily tours. The Gallery Interpreters and Owls 
(who take artifacts into the galleries) expanded this hands-on 
experience, while Meeters & Greeters welcomed and orientated 
ROM visitors. Finally, ROMWalks proudly celebrated its 25th 
anniversary in 2005, offering Toronto heritage walking tours. 

The Bishop White Committee (Far Eastern), the Textile & 
Costume Committee (TEX-CO), and the Friends of the 


16 


Canadian Collections (FCC) each organized special interest 
programs to raise funds for specific ROM collections. The 
successful 15th Annual Decorative Arts Symposium, Designers 
& Tastemakers, attracted standing-room-only crowds, helping 
further the ROM’s international reputation. DMV members 
also assisted at major exhibitions, March Break, ROM Friday 
Nights, the Hands-On Biodiversity and Discovery Galleries, and 
arranged the floral decorations in the ROM’s Rotunda. 

Fundraising is another important component of DMV 
activities.The ROM Travel Section organized travel programs to 
Bathurst Inlet & Yellowknife, China, Peru, Chile & Easter Island, 
the Galapagos, Budapest, Vienna & Prague, as well as 10 local 
trips around Toronto. Since their inception, the DMV and 
ROM Reproductions have donated over $3.7 million to the 
ROM, including this year’s DMV contribution of $80,000 and 
ROM Reproduction’s $200,000 donation to the Research and 
Acquisition Fund. These remarkable sums do not include the 
nearly $1.2 million raised to date by DMV members for 
Renaissance ROM. 

But this is only money! Annually, DMV volunteers donate close 
to 65,000 hours of their time, representing 10% of the ROM’s 
overall human resources and at least $2.5 million in replacement 
costs. Through these outstanding contributions of time and 
money, the DMV significantly stretches the dollars received by 
the ROM from the Ontario Government and other donors.

RENAISSANCE ROM 


Curatorial staff were fully occupied with gallery planning and 
implementation with 21 new or completely redesigned 
galleries in production. At the end of 2004/2005, curatorial 
teams completed design development, object selection and case 
layouts, and were engaged in final text writing and selection of 
graphics. In this process, over 20,000 objects and specimens 
slated for display were tracked through an innovative in-house 
database system, nearly doubling the number of artifacts on 
permanent display. Simultaneously, over 5000 of the most 
significant objects were selected for high quality digital 
photography for the ROM’s on-line image bank, ROM 
Images. 

COLLECTIONS 

To enhance management of its collections, the ROM began a 
division-wide database initiative. Seven specialized database 
technician positions were created within the curatorial division 
and a database training program was implemented. Over twenty 
individual collections and registration databases are being 
converted to a common format in preparation for a relational, 
integrated database system. This initiative will greatly enhance 
the museums ability to access digital records across collections 
and manage the ROM’s huge inventory of 6 million objects and 
specimens. 

Several important objects and collections were acquired, many 
in support of the new galleries under development. The 
Woodside Collection, a world class mineral collection of native 
elements, sulfides and sulfosalts, was purchased with the aid of a 
Movable Cultural Property grant from the Department of 
Canadian Heritage. This collection comprises 673 lots of some 
of the rarest and least understood minerals on earth. In addition 
to many exquisite specimens destined for public display, the 
collection has highly significant value for basic research on the 
crystalline structure of sulphide-based minerals. In support of its 
mandate to reveal World Cultures, the ROM collaborated with 
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the Chinese Museum of Ancient Architecture to commission 
the recreation of a 16th century Chinese Palace building to be 
erected in the ROM’s new Gallery of Chinese Architecture. 
Not a mere prop, the building faithfully renders a 16th century 
example using traditional materials, techniques, and tools. This 
palace will be accessioned into the museums collections, and 
together with the famous Ming Tomb and other elements will 
form the only substantial gallery of Chinese Architecture 
outside of China. Other major acquisitions include 20 
spectacular trilobite specimens, rare meteorites (including a 59 
gram lunar meteorite), 199 important examples of historic 
Canadian silver, and collection of textiles from the world- 
renowned designer, Paul Poiret. 

RESEARCH 

Fieldwork 

Curators conducted fieldwork and research in 27 countries 
spanning the globe, from Patagonia, Argentina to Kalimantan 
(Indonesian Borneo), and from the Northwest Territories to 
China. In keeping with the ROM’s dual mandate to study 
world cultures and natural history, projects ranged from 
archaeological digs in Sudan and China, and the study of the 
development of Indian painting and photography, to obtaining 
specimens and DNA samples of black flies in the Northwest 
Territories and Nunavut to study the evolutionary history of 
one of the world’s most fascinating pests. Though seemingly 
eclectic, the ROM’s field research is at the cutting edge of 
studies elucidating the complex history and development 
human civilization, the evolution of life on earth, and the 
physical processes that drive deep earth history. 

Research 

Development of galleries dominated staff efforts in 2004/2005. 
Nonetheless, research remained a core curatorial activity. This 
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program provides intellectual content for our galleries and 
programs and together with objects themselves, makes the 
ROM a unique educational resource and experience for our 
visitors. 

The ROM’s renowned Laboratory of Molecular Systematics 
underwent a major renovation and addition of equipment, 
which enhanced the state of the art molecular genetics 
laboratory. The ROM’s DNA lab facilities rival any seen on 
forensic science shows. They are used to recover and sequence 
DNA from everything from 4000 year old, extinct moas (giant 
birds from New Zealand) to modern Himalayan fungi, in 
support of the ROM’s efforts to understand and explicate the 
Earth’s biodiversity. The renovation and refurbishing was 
supported by external grants from the Canadian Foundation 
for Innovation, the National Science and Engineering 
Research Council of Canada, National Science Foundation 
and internal funds. 

Highlights of the research program in World Cultures included 
archaeological excavations in northern China by Dr. Chen 
Shen, for which he was selected by the Chinese Academy of 
Scientists for the prestigious award of Outstanding Overseas 
Chinese Scientist, and research on South Asian decorative arts 
by Dr. Deepali Dewan, for which she received a significant 
research grant from the American Institute of Indian Studies. 

Funding 

The majority of the ROM’s research funding continues to be 
obtained from external sources. In 2004/2005, a total of more 
than $1.1 million in outside grants was awarded to curatorial 
staff. For example, several ROM curators were involved in the 
international Barcode of Life project. The goal of this program 
is to develop an accurate, rapid, cost effective, and universally 
accessible DNA-based system for species identifications of all 


organisms above the level of bacteria. This system will 
revolutionize access to biological information and will have 
broad impacts on research policy, pest and disease control, food 
safety, conservation, and many other areas. Three ROM 
curators, Drs. Doug Currie, Jean-Marc Moncalvo, and Allan 
Baker received a total of $470,000 in grants from the Natural 
Sciences and Engineering Research Council of Canada 
(NSERC) and Genome Canada in support of their 
participation in this international research consortium. 

In support of the ROM’s other cutting edge research programs, 
curatorial staff obtained funds from a myriad of sources ranging 
from the major public scientific granting agencies in the US 
and Canada (such as the National Science Foundation, 
NSERC, and the Department of Fisheries and Oceans), to 
private foundations and other foreign funding agencies (e.g., 
the Chinese Academy of Sciences). 


Staff 

The ROM completed the first phase of reorganization of the 
curatorial division. The combining of six former curatorial 
departments into two, Natural History and World Cultures, 
resulted in opportunities to fill new positions both in 
collections management and curatorships. In 2004/2005 we 
were pleased to welcome to the ROM staff a new Collections 
Technician in New World Archaeology, a DNA Laboratory 
Technician, and a Manager for Conservation. Five curatorial 
positions will be filled in 2005/2006, including curators of 
Invertebrate Palaeontology, Invertebrate Zoology, Islamic 
Decorative Arts, Middle American Archaeology, and African 
Material Culture. Rebuilding the curatorial division is 
paramount to maintaining the ROM’s position as Canada’s 
leading international museum, in terms of public galleries and 
programs, academic and educational excellence, and strength of 
collections.
